SPARKS FROM MARK; 

This week we will look at the 
responsibilities of the pastoral council 
and the finance council and clarifying 
their roles in parish life. 

We will begin first with the pastoral 
council. The pastor is the one who 
presides over the pastoral council. The 
membership of the pastoral council is 
selected through a parish discernment 
process through a series of three or four 
parish assemblies. The focus of the 
parish council is long-range pastoral 
planning. Assessing the pastoral needs 
of the parish community as well as 
helping parishioners to discern their 
gifts in lieu of the pastoral needs of the 
parish community is the primary role 
of the pastoral council. 

The pastoral council is responsible 
for developing, monitoring and 
evaluating the over-all pastoral plan of 
the parish. The pastoral council is a 
consultative body to the pastor and 
makes decisions by a consensus 
seeking method, rather than using 
Robert's Rules of Order as the parish 
council has done in the past. 

The finance council is presided over 
by the pastor like the pastoral council, 
but the pastor appoints the members of 
the finance council The focus of the 
finance council is the annual budget 
and long-range financial planning. The 
finance council is also responsible for 
matters pertaining to the facilities and 
development and at times assists as a 
resource for the parish. The finance 
council is a consultative body to the 
pastor and makes decision by the 
method of consensus seeking when 
appropriate. 

In the past the parish council has 
spend at least a half an hour to forty- 
five minutes at each council meeting 
going over the parish finances which is 
really the responsibility of the finance 
committee and not the parish council. 
We were really duplicating what the 
finance council was responsible and in 
charge of, and therefore limiting our 
time and energy for the pastoral needs 
of parish life. 

In next week's column, we will 
continue to reflect in more detail the 
role and the purpose of the pastoral 
council.
